Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Applicant 
agreed to amend independent claims 1, 8, and 15 to include the language that the delay criteria is inputted through a 
graphical user interface, the situation is selected from the group of a period of time a printer has remained idle and a 
lights off situation in an office, the delaying device delays performance of the operation until the delay criteria has been 
met and the operations comprises at least one operation chosen from the group of print command, an e-mailing 
distribution, a software installation, a file transfer protocol upload, a web site posting, and an internet phone call. 
Applicant agreed to cancel dependent claims 3, 4, 10 and 11 and amend claim 17 to user-programmable set time..
